HOSPITAL BUDGET APPROVED 
The Twin Falls county commlisloners are 
to be commended for adopting the 1959 
budget without making any fuss over a $60,- 
000 Item to help defray the expenses of op- 
erating Magic Valley Memorial hospital. 

As the Times-News pointed out receptly, It 
was unfortunate In the first place that a 
petition was circulated to discredit the hos- 
pital when everyone familiar with the facts 
knows the administrators of the hospital are 
doing an outstanding Job. 

While the petition bore relatively few 
names. It did serve the purpose of giving the 
hospital some "bad" publicity with the Impli- 
cation that costs of operating the Institution 
arc too high. 

Inasmuch as the hospital Is a county Insti- 
tution, Its total cost of operation Is Included 
In the budget. But to Imply that the total 
budget of $1,038,845 Is borne by the taxpay- 
ers is gross misrepresentation. Only $60,000 
of that total amountjs. charged to the tax- 
^rr-TpayoTs: The remaining cost of operating the 
JiospltaL ia_CQyfired_entlreljLJiy. recelpk de-r 
rived from charges for patient care. 

Not only has this $60,000 Item been set up 
In the budget for a number of years, but there 
is strong likelihood it will be eliminated en- 
tirely within the near future as a result of 
the hospital's growth and increased efficiency 
In operation. 

When the hospital does succeed in paying 
Its own way, It will have the distinction of 
being among the few publicly-owned and op- 
erated institutions of its Iclnd In the country 
with such a record. 

For such an achievement, the hospital 
board, the administrator and the entire staff 
deserve no end of praise. 

It's to the credit of the county commission- 
ers that they appreciate how well Magic Val- 
ley Memorial hospital Is being operated. Bacic 
in the old days It was not uncommon to use 
our disgraceful hospital facilities as a polit- 
ical football and a petition such as the one 
circulated recently probably would have pro- 
voked a near sensation. 

Fortunately, however, all that has changed, 
with a fully accredited hospital of which we 
all may be proud. And the petition received 
Just about as much attention as it deserved.

Wendell's first fire department 
was organized Nov, 14, 1913. with a 
Eureka hose and cart purchased 
for $481. The new equipment was 
housed In a small structure Imme- 
diately behind the city hall. The 
fire alarm was a large Iron ring 
with a sledge hammer for the 
alarm In msn of fIre.-Tt; wn,s in- 



cated at the rear of Pullertbn-Wat- 
son department store on east Idaho 
street. Four fireplugs were installed 
to service the enthe town. 

In 1916 records show women of 
the town planned a fireman's dance 
to raise funds to equip the newly 
created fire department with boots, 
hehnets and apparatus for fire pro- 
tection. 

The old fashioned grand fireman's 
hUl was held at the Odeon Feb. 25, 
JOlfi^.'ThB^departineiit.lhen.authox- 
Ized the purchase of 200 feet of ad- 
dltloniil hose. 

Another fire disaster for Wendell 
occurred Jan. 31, 1918. when the old- 
est landmark of the town was razed. 
This time the building owned by 
E. J. Parr on the corner of Idaho 
and Avenue A was - burned. The 
building housed the Parr meat mar- 
ket, the P. W. Chapman real estate 
of floe and-Olen Jonkln's-barbershop. 

With the hose frozen and the 
chemical tank falling to work. It was

"It was either him or me," said 
Mrs. Walter Haumesser, "I don't 
remember the shots or leellng any- 
thing." 

James Carrol Newsom, 16, died 
as a result of the fusillade of shots 
In the living room of the Haumes- 
ser home— Wednesday night Mrs. 
Haumesser and her sister. Miss Pat 
Johnson, were watching television 
when Newsom entered, wearing a 
silk stocking over his head, and 
demanded money. 

"If the money had been in the 
room I would have given It to him, 
Mrs. Haumesser said.

"When I returned to the living 
room he was holding Pat as 
shield.

Pat suddenly wrcslled herself 
part way clear and he was cleai' 
of her from about his breastbone 
to his shoulder. 

'I shot and the first bullet hit 
him. He slumped to the floor and 
I kept on shooting, when he tried 
to get ;ip I hit him with the gun 
I thought he was still trying to get 
at us. Pat was terrified."
